Position of Country Established, 
War 


Began When Woodford Left Spain.

• 


Secretary Sherman Kesigns. Capture of Several 


Spanish Vessels. Great Britain Gives 


Notice to Us and Spain. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Washington, April 25.—War between 


United States and Spain began April 21. 
This was the day when Woodford was 
given his pasiporta by Spain. The house 
decided that this afternoon, when it 
passed a formal declaration ot war. It 
took just one minute and 40 seconds for 
the house to pass the declaration. 


There was little excitement, and it was 


of course a unanimous vote. The galleries 
applauded heartily. 


The President sent the message recom- 


mending this declaration at noon. 


After reviewing the correspondence 


between the government and Minister 
Woodford, the joint resolution recogniz' 
ing independence and the powers it con- 
ferred on the executive, it announces the 
blockade established on Cuban ports and 
the following severance of diplomatic re- 
lations by Spain who refuses the demands 
of the United States. It announces the 
call for volunteers, and says that in view 
of the measures taken, tbe President 
recommends the adoption of a joint reso- 
lution declaring a state war existing be- 
twean the United States of America and 
the Kingdom of Spain, so that the inter- 
national status of the country may be 
known, assuring its rights and duties. 


The following is the bill reported by 


the house foreign affairs committee: 


"A bill declaring that war exists be- 


tween the United States of America and 
the kingdom of Spain. 


Be it enacted, etc.: First, that war be 


and the same is hereby declared to exist, 
and that war has existed between the 
United States of America and the king- 
dom of Spain. 


Second: That the President of the 


United States be and is hereby directed 
and empowered to use the entire land and 
naval forces of the United States and to 
call into actual service of the United 
States the militia of the several states to 
-,uoh an extent as may be necessary to 
carry this act into effect. 


SECRETARY SHERMAN RESIGNS. 


Took Effect at Noon Today* 


Be Appointed,

Washington, April 25.—Secretary of 


State Sherman resigned his position in 
tbe cabinet today, taking effect at noon. 
Mr. Sherman carried his resignation to a 
special cabinet meeting this morning.

nation and the reason for it, ill health. 


Mr. Sherman is within a few days of 75 


years old, and his health is completely 
brokteu down. Assistant Secretary Day will 
probably be appointed to the position.

THE BLOCKADERS. 


Preparation! For a Fight That Did No* 


Come Off. 


On Board the United States Flagship 


New York, off Havana, April 25.—The 
Puritan, Nashville, Marblehead and 
Ericsson arrived from Key West Satur- 
day morning. At 10 o'clock that morn- 
ing the Puritan, the Cincinnati, the Ma- 
jhias, Nashville, Castine, Newport, Foote 
and Winslow left the squadron to block- 
ade Matanzas, Cardenas and Marlel. 
They formed separztte divisions, and af- 
ter they had passed out of sight the re- 
mainder of the fleet took up a regular 
formation, having drifted some 15 miles 
from Morro castle. 


About half an hour after the squadron 


was well under way the Cincinnati was 
£een on the eastern horizon. She had 
been headed for Matanzas and evidently 
,had turned back to chase some vessel. 
The object offtier pursuit wag soon made 
out, standing well In toward the coast. 
The flagship, the Marblehead and tha 
Wilmington immediately turned out ot 
course to head the warship 08. Then 
tha shout went up, "She is a Spaniard." 
For the next 10 minutes the excitement 
was terrible. The distance which sep- 
arated the vessels rendered it impossible 
to make Out the warship's identity. She 
was thought to ba the Vlzcaya or the 
Almlrante Oquendo, beading hard for 
Havana. Tlje men at the guns shouted 
with glee. The stokers off duty below 
cheered vocifsrously_and begged to be 
allowed to go on deck to help shoot at 
the first armed enemy mat. The officers 
crowded on the quarter <3*ck as elated 
as the men. though under better cow- 
trol. The bugler blew "general quar- 
ters." All hands flew t» their posts. 
Down came tbe shrouds with a rattle. 
The lifelines vanished from the deck. 
Rear Admiral Sampson, standing on the 
bridge, said deliberately to Captain 
Chadwlck, "Yes, the Ocjuendo or the 
Vizcaya," and then added, "I Should like 
to bag them both." Then It was seen 
that the vessel was flying the Italian 
flag; but this was no proof that behind 
her still invisible guns Spaniards were 
not concealed, ready to shoot under ad- 
fcantagre or subter'ugre. All the guns on 
the New Voile's port side and In the 
forward and after turrets were trained 
on the stranger. 


A few minutes later, when about 1502 


yards separated the New York from her 
target the American flag was run up by 
the warship; and then It was known she 
was not a Spaniard. A puff of smoke 
Issued from her sides and the boom of a 
gun sounded across th* waters. It waa 
only a salute. The stranger was then 
made out to be the Giovanni Bausan, a 
rather powerful cruiser. Without fur- 
ther formalities she pursued her cours* 
and entered Havana harbor. Thus an 
exciting incident ended in disappoint- 
ment, but it served to show how anxious 
fell hands are for a real fight and how 
splendid the discipline Is when a con- 
tingency seems imminent. 


The salute of the Bausan had scarcely 


been returned before a schooner waa 
seen en the coast. The torpedo boat 
Porter, which had been following close 
to the flagship, was dispatched to cap- 
ture her. The Porter fairly flew throu sh 
the water; and after a few shots fired 
from her one-pounder the schooner 
Mathilde h'ove to. Captain Fremont did 
his work well and quickly. When he 
towed the Mathilde back to the flagship 
It was found she was from Sierra Mor- 
ena, east of Cardenas, and bound for 
Havana, laden with sugar and manned 
by Spanish naval reserve men., thus 
proving quite a good prise. The cap- 
tain of the schooner was brought on 
board and the Mathilde was towed back 
to Key West by the Dauntless. 


At 8 o'clock Sunday morning the De- 


troit made a rich haul, capturing the 
large Spanish merchant steamer Cata- 
Hna, bound from New Orleans for Cadis 
with cotton, oil and staves. She also 
carried a large quftntity of provisions 
which she intended to land In Havana.

Th* Spatilth Decree. 


Madrid, April 25.—The ruyal decrea

Dunces that for the present only aux- 
iliary crvisers will be fitted out. All 
treaties with the United States are an- 
nulled. 
Thirty days ar* given Amer- 


ican ships to leave Spanish ports and 
the rules Spain will observe during the 
war are outlined In five clauses, cov- 
ering neutral flags and goods, contra- 
band of war, what will be considered 
a blockade, the right of search and what 
constitutes contraband of war, saying 
that foreign privateers will be regarded 
as pirates. 


Continuing, the decree reads: 
"We 


have observed with the strictest fidelity 
the principles of international law and 
have shown the most scrupulous re- 
spect for morality and tfie right of gov- 
ernment. 
There Is an opinion that the 


fact that we have not adhered to the 
declaration of Paris does not exempt 
us from the duty of respecting the prin- 
ciples therein enunciated. 
Th* prin- 


ciple Spain unquestionably refused to 
admit then was the abolition of pri- 
vateering.

sider* it most Indispensable to make 
absolute reserve on this point, in order 
to maintain our liberty of aetlon and

SPAIN'S PKXSf OF ATTACK. 


Che Navy Department Receives Advices 


Whi«h Point to a Naval Battle. 


Washington, April 25.—If certain in- 


formation which has come Into the pos- 
session of the navy department is ac- 
curate, the long-looked-for naval en- 
gagement will soon be fought. When it 
was apparent that hostilities with Spain 
could not be averted, the department or- 
ganized In Europe what might be termed 
h. secret service corps, the dutias of 
whose members are to furnish the de- 
partment with early information of a 
confidential character. In the main the 
information furnished by these confi- 
dential agents has been found to be cor- 
rect, but In the very nature of things it 
bannot be implicitly relied upon. 


It is natural to presume that the 


Spanish authorities are guarding their 
tampaign plans with a* much secrecy 
b.s our own people, and that they pur- 
posely give out information intended to 
mislead the enemy; but If the informa- 
tion received m correct, the formidable 
fleet now assemble^ at the Cape de Verde 
islands is shortly to leave there and 
tome across the Atlantic to do battle 
with Admiral Sampson's blockading 
squadron. 


If tfj* Spanish fleet goes to Porto Rico 


Hrst, instead pf proceeding at once to 
Havana, there will be & sudden move- 
ment of ships, and the scene will shift. 
Admiral Sampson has been warned of 
the assumed purpose of the Spanish 
fleet and urged to exercise the utmost 
vigilance not to be taken unawares. He 
in turn has informed the commanding 
officers of the vessels under tils com- 
mand of what may be expected, and has 
instructed th«m not to take any risks or 
overlook any precaution. 


If the Spanish Intend to do battle with 


us they will undoubtedly try to take our 
ships unawares. They will not find them 
gapping. The torpedo boats of the 
suadron and the speedy ocean tugs at- 
tached to the fleet ar* now performing 
the offices of dispatch boats, will ply 
between the ships on the blockade and 
tarry instructions from the shore and the 
ships. They will furnish the signal of 
the approach of the enemy, which, ac- 
cording to the advices in the navy de- 
partment, may be expected within the 
next 16 days. 


The president sent a'message to the 


congress Immediately after its conven- 
ing, setting forth the facts in the case 
and asking it to formally declare war in 
order that there may be no misunder- 
standing on the part of other nations. 
Th« most important point in the message 
from a news point of view was the an- 
nouncement that Spain fiad made formal 
reply to our ultimatum. This reply had 
not been given to the public, and it was 
supposed that none had been received. 
The document is a formal acknowledg- 
ment by Spain ana also acceptance by 
that country of the ultimatum as a 
virtual declaration of war. Congress 
therefore was asked to recognize this 
condition of affairs and to declare it to 
the world, using Spain's concession as a 
reason for it. 


The attorney general and other mem- 


bers of the cabinet advised th* president 
that it is advisable in view of interna- 
tional relations that congress should 
formally declare that war exists. In the 
absence of this declaration it has been 
held that nations are not bound to ob- 
s«rvs neutrality, and questions may arise 
over the seizure of prize*. Further- 
more, until war la declared the presi- 
dent cannot avail himself of the services 
of army and navy officers on th* retired 
lists. The services of thess officers are 
needed, as «v«ry available officer on ths 
active list is «ith«r afloat or in the field. 
Th* retired officers will b* assigned to 
duty in th* departments in Washing- 
ton and at shore stations, navy, yard! 
land army posts. 


A nan of Campaign. 


New Tork, April 36.—Major Lovell H. 


Jerome, who is a personal friend of Pres- 
ident McKlnlsy and of many of th* lead- 
tag men in th* administration, brought 
back aa interesting suggestion from 
Washington Saturday in regard to the 
plan of campaign in Cuba. H* spent 
ptveral days In Washington and saw 
the president and his advisers. 


"The plan which was being discussed," 


•aid Major Jeroine, "was not an In- 
vasion of Ouba by a large military force, 
but the capture of some port In which a 
garrison night be placed sufficiently 
large to hold ft against the Spaniards.

SPAIN'S PfcAY FOB SYMPATHY. 


Spain is trying to play upon the sym- 


pathies of other nations. Her attitude is 
one of injured innocence. If she expects 
to gain the support of the world or of 
any considerable power by posing as a 
martyr to the tyranny ot the American 
republic, she will be disappointed. Her 
course towards her Cuban subjects has 
too long been written in blood and op- 
pression to deceive the nations. She may 
point to her recent concessions as evi- 
dences of her goodness, but all the world 
knows that every point she yielded has 
been forced from her by the United 
States. 


It Is not in the least to the credit of 


Spanish justice and humanity that the 
infamous Weyler was recalled. Spain was 
responsible for his sending, but the United 
States for his recall. Spain cannot boast 
of her magnanimity in offering autonomy 
to Cuba, of her final determination to 
eend the wretched recoucentrados baoi 
to their rained homes, of her tardy efforts 
to relieve their sufferings, of her offer of 
an armistice to the insurgents. 


Every one of these concession! was 


forced from her by the United States. 
Left to her natural inclinations, she woa'ld 
have n/fide none ot them. And now tbac 
she is pointing to these tardily and re- 
luctantly undertaken acts which human- 
ity itself ought to have suggested to her, 
as evidences of her goodness, no one will 
believe her. Spain cannot successfully 
play upon the sympathies of any of the 
civilized nations of the earth. Her long 
career of misrule has given the lie to any 
present forced concessions to the Cubani. 
Her pretense of virtue and of injured in- 
nocence comes too late. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


War conditions affect business to make 


it unsteady, of course, but there is no ex- 
cuse, says Dun's Review for the past 
week, except want of nerve, for decline 
In railway stocks when earning! have 
been 1.48 par cent, larger than last year 
for the first half of April and 4.3 per cent, 
larger than in 1802, with railway tonnage 
east bound from Chicago about 10 per 
cent, larger than in 1892. 
Neither are 


clearing boose transactions gloomy. The 
week's payments were 83.6 per cent, 
larger than last year and 6.3 percent, 
larger than in 1892.

to have diminished. Though print cloth* 
are at the lowest point ever known, aale* 
are of considerable volume, and there to 
atl***t ciioogh demand for other good* 
to prevent any agreement of manu- 


facturer* aa a dooreaae o* working 
capacity.

nance or not. The oouncilmen will un-. 
donbtedly be governed ia their vote* by 
the attitude of their constituent!. If it i* 
true, as Col. Hogeland assure* the country 
that it is, that 90 per cent, of the voter* 
favor it, there is uo reason why North 
Adams *honld not give it a trial. City 
councilmen will have no fear* of a politi- 
cal mapper to this peacefully homelike*, 
ordinance. 


But Col, Hogeland, who is the founder 


of the movement, allowed hi* confidence 
ind enthusiasm.to carry him beyond the 
judgment of many when he said in hie 
.tddresb here Sunday "Don't stop to ask 
questions about it. Pass it at once, as an 
experiment." 
Natural 
sentiment is 


cgiinst such a decided infringement of 
parental rule, however faulty that may 
be. This sentiment is largely overcome 
by the success of the curfew in other 
cilies, and some of its advantages aro 
manifest. 


But such an ordinance must be framed 


to meet local conditions. North Adam* 
does not care to take action, just as an 
experiment, without questioning it. Fail- 
ure would weaken the authority of the 
home ove,r the child even more than the 
adoption. If it should fail, Col. Hogeland 
would rest contented that the ordinance 
was all right, and North Adam* all 
wrong, which would be very comforting 
o L! a, of course. But while experience* 
m other cities furnish reason for the be- 
iisf that curfew would be good for this 
city, the council should give it the fullest 
and freest discussion before adopting, or 
rejecting, it.

And the speaker has earned bis 
right to say so by his experience in driv- 
ing back attack* in the bouse of represen- 
tative*.

Dr. Patton, president of Princeton Uni- 


versity, says that this is an age of second- 
class men. 
This being his opinion, it 


would not be unkind to state that the

and leaving a family unprovided for. The 
country is big enough to take care ot 
Spain without sacrifice? of that kind; and 
National Guardsmen whose families can* 
not get along without them are justified 
in remaining at the head of their private 
commissary departments.

A. DIFFICULT PROBLEM TO SOLYE. 


Wcaltry Ola** In Cuba Ha* little Valth 


In iV. Ability of the Insurgent* to 8*t 
Dp m Stable Government—Final Remit 
Will Be Annexation to the United State*. 


WASHINGTON, April 35—[Special.]—How 


to organize tho ialaud of Cuba into a sta- 
bla, progressive and successful government 
that shall be nble to keep the pence, to 
protect the rights of all the people and to 
givo prosperity to the Pearl of tho Antilles 
is a problem which la already occupying 
tho attention of many public men in Wash- 
ington. Now that cafigross has taken its 
itand and given it* authority to tho presi- 
dent to proceed to the pacification oncl lib- 
eration of tho Island, anil now that wo • +. 
entering upon tho groat task which c . 
ouinstances imposed upon us, many astuto 
observers in Washington think tho heav- 
iest part of Our job Is to como when we 
turn our attention to tho reconstruction of 
tho island. 


Whether we permit the insurgent gov- 


ernment to assume tho rein* of govern- 
ment or insist that a plebiscite be Issued 
and a new government bo formed does not 
materially change the foots. No matter 
how tbo problem Is looked nt, it scema to 
bo tho imperative duty of tho United States 
to retain control In Cuba long enough to 
make euro that a successful government ia 
set up there. Not till this is done and the 
fertile island, so long ravaged by war and 
disorder and official corruption, 1* assured 
tho blessings of a stable and enlightened 
government, will the United State* h'ovo 
a tight to withdraw Its strong arm. This 
is the view taken of the question by a 
great camber of publio men with whom 
your correspondent has talked. 


A Difficult TaaU. 


In tbo opinion of many tbia is going to 


be a difficult task. In any country tbo 
ruling class is the employing class, tbs 
class wistoh controls *the money, the es- 
tates, the factories, the banks, the rail- 
roads, tho commercial bouses, the indus- 
trial activities. A country ruled by tbe 
elements of tbe population which have lit- 
tlo or nothing is an anomaly. It is as sura 
to fail and collapse as is a country in 
which the capitalistic olnss has every- 
thing to say and the employed people 
nothing. 


ID Cubo, I nm told, almost without ex- 


ception tbo employing class is composed 
of Spaniards, Americans or other foreign- 
ers. Very few Cubans are wealthy enough 
to employ help beyond a servant or two In 
their families. 
Scrr.o of the educated Cu- 


bans aro professional men, and successful 
ones, too, but tho bulk of the money of 
tbo island and tbe industrinlUm are in the 
hands of Spaniards. These Spaniards are 
opposed to a republic. They have no faith 
lii that form of government because tbey 
doubt tbe fitness of tbe Cuban masses for 
meeting tbe responsibility of self rule. 
Thoy fear that if a republic IB set up it 
will last only a short time, falling to 
pieces of it* own welfh^ or splitting upon 
the rooks of dissension and bitter factional 
quarrels. If tbe Cubans are left to run 
the island in their own way, think not 
only tbo Spaniards, bat the Americans and 
tbe other foreigners who own property in 
tho island,-there will bo another armed 
rebellion in less than a year. 


For these reasons tbe property owning 


classes, with few exceptions, favor annex- 
ation to tbe United States. ' They believe 
annexation would be the best thing for the 
Cubans themselves. It might not satisfy 
the sentimental aspirations of tbe people 
for complete independence, but it would 
give them a settled and safe government; 
it would give them freedom from the cor- 
ruption and inefficiency of any govern- 
ment that is managed by Spaniards or 
men of Spanish descent, and without couch 
doubt, it would bring to the (gland a period 
of prosperity such aa it ha* flot known in 
many years. 


A Delicate Problem. 


But the people of the United States have 


committed them solves to tbe declaration 
that we do not want to annex the island. 
We havo declared through congress that it 
1* our purpose to aid the people of Cuba in 
setting up their own government. It is 
just here that there arises a most compli- 
cated and delioata problem. No one be- 
liWes the ineurgonti are strong enough to 
set up a civil government that will stand 
alone. Just as soon as the leaders of tbe 
revolt leave their guns and saddlebags be- 
hind them and enter the field of civil or- 
ganization and activity they will bo swal- 
lowed up by trio property owning classes. 
Either that or a row will follow, in which 
tbo element that fails to secure the mastery 
will make war upon tbe clement that does. 


Men who are thoroughly familiar with 


Cuba tell me that tbo Spaniards and tbe 
Cubans will not be able to get together In 
formation and conduct of a government. 
Neither will trust the other. All efforts 
to coalesce will result in failure. Just as 
soon as one side obtain* the mastery the 
other will appeal to force. If thjs turns 
out to be truo, it is difficult to c&e how tho 
real Cuban problem, which h o problem 
of law and order and good government, is 
to be *olved in any other way than by the 
continuance of tbe pnited States a* tbe 
dominating force in the island. 


It will te borno in mind by reader* of 


these dispatches that it was a long time 
«go predicted by me that Cuba was coming 
under the wing of tho United States. That 
was six months ago. At that time your 
correspondent know something cf the pol- 
icy of President McKlnloy and its inevita- 
ble trend and result. Of oourie It wa* then 
impossible to foresee that tbe battleihip 
Maine'was to bo destroyed and the whole 
quaition forced to an issue much more 
rapidly than would otherwise have been 
tbe oase. 


If tbe United State* stlaks to its duty 


and gives Cuba a Hound and good govern- 
ment, that Island should, undergo a won- 
derful development. Already I hear of 
many plan* for embarking in buslne** en- 
terpriM* there by Americans. Cuba really 
need* an infurion of blood and character 
from the United State*, (or, with enough 
American* there to hold the balance of 
power between tbe Spaniardc-and the Cu- 
bans, peace and good government would 
bo insured. Development of thli problem 
ot Cuba will bo watebed with keenest in- 
terest by students of affair* and sociology 
all over the world, apart from the sensa- 
tional or war feature of 1*.

THE LATEST WORO FROM HAVANA 
BROUGHT BY AN AMERICAN CITIZEN. 


The City Wilt B» Kasllr IMtued, bat H« 
'toys the War Will Tk«n Only Be Jnit 
Begun—Condition of Mie (Spanish laldler. 
Spanish Business Men V«ar Insurgents. 


NEW YORK, April ».—[Special.]—I 


have just had a talk with Mr. Andrew 
Fernandez, an American eltlien who ar- 
rived In New York only a day or two ago, 
having l*ft Havana, a weak er more after 
tho general exodus of Americans Iron that 
olty. A native of New Orleans, he Is yet 
of Spanish deicont and has long been a 
business man In Havnna, but he Is thor- 
oughly loyal to tbo United States. Ills 
tnlk is of valqe ss voicing the'sentiments 
of the business earnraunlty of that city on 
the eve of war with the United States. 


"Tao Americans will not have much 


difficulty In rBdnMng Bav*na," ha assert- 
ed at the beginning of tfce eenversation, 
"and I have net $hn sllghttstjtesltation in 
saying that tbe majerlty of business men 
in ths city, both native aisd Spanish born, 
will welcome the booming of the guns and 
tho hoisting of tho stars and stripes. The 
business men of Havana are like the busi- 
ness men of ovsry ether elty. Th«y desire 
a etabla government above all thlnf s elsa, 
since without sneh a government it Is im- 
possible to carry on transactions with any 
certainty whatever. 
Undoubtedly the 


Spanish would prefer a Spanish govern- 
ment if it could assure stability, but in- 
asmuch as Spain has shown herself utter- 
ly incapable of establishing even tbe sem- 
hlanee of such a condition they will novr 
be ready to accept whatever may follow 
the present rupture and support it loyally, 
provided only that it gives signs of steadi- 
ness and permanence. 


"Thero would be sentimental regrets 


perhaps,bnt no annoying opposition should 
Cuba be annexed to th,e United States, and 
business of all sorts would speedily assume 
boom proportions. Unlike a boom, how- 
ever, this revival would be broad, deep 
and lasting. 
The vast and Incalculable 


resource} of tbe interior would be develop- 
ed, commerce would expand enormously, 
and Cuba would become the Pearl of tho 
Antilles Indeed. 


Spaniards Fear the Insurgents. 


"Naturally," he went on, "merchants 


and other business men In Havana, either 
of Spanish or Cuban birtb, have not dared 
to give utterance to such sentiments in the 
past, nor aro they yet ready to speak their 
minds. So long as there Is the remotest 
chance that Spain may retain control of 
the island thia would be manifestly un- 
wise. 
"As a matter of fact, the Spanish busi- 


ness men In Cuba have had good cause to 
bo lax in patriotic sentiment. It is many 
years since the stability of the government 
in Cuba has been maintained for any con- 
siderable length of time. For a full half 
century no business man has known when 
undertaking a new enterprise whether 
tranquillity would continue until the en- 
terprise was consnmatated or not. for 
this reason our hanking facilities have 
never been properly developed, though in 
tho circumstances no one can blame, the 
bankers for that. With a good banking 
system money wonld be comparatively 
easy and loans could be made at reason- 
able rates. Without it we have bad to pay 
10 and 13 per e«nt and sometimes more. 


"But, whatever happens, tbe Spanish 


business men of Cuba don't want the lead- 
era of the present insurrection to gain con- 
trol of tbe island's affairs. They are afraid 
that it would be death to business, and say 
the government would then be at un- 
stable aa It has been under Spanish dom- 
ination—perhaps more so. Besides, they 
fear tho insurgent leaders would be sure, 
once they got the reins of power, to take 
revenge on every Spanish bom inhabitant. 
However baseless this fear may be, I as- 
sure you it is a most powerful sentiment 
among the Spanish in Cuba today. 


The JUeoneratrados and the Army. 
"A* to the reoonoentradoa, I assure you 


that tho half has not been told, although 
your newspapers have printed some fright- 
fully lurid descriptions ct tbe sufferings 
of these poor creatures. 7 have seen what 
I have seen and I know what 1 know, and 
I unhesitatingly affirm that tTeyler's plan 
of paoffloation was last what it was repre- 
sented to En—to starve out toe Cubans. 


"The tot of the Spanish *«Mier ft Cuba 


has been anything but enviable. I do not 
believe there are more than 66,000 fight- 
ing men there today who are able to do 
good service out of 800,000 or more that 
have been sont to subdue the rebels, I 
have Visited the trocba, of which so much 
has been said, and tbe condition* that sur- 
round the men who are guarding it are in- 
describable. On either side ef tbe trocha 
there Is a deep trench. 
Between the 


trenches—which have gradually become 
filled with filth—a ridge of earth has been 
thrown up, and tbe soldiers camp on thia 
cidge. At first they constructed little huts 
for their hesitations, bat thMe wire ex- 
cellent targets for tho insurgents, who 
have no difficulty in getting within easy 
gunshot and used to pick the soldiers off 
in a way that was dedldtdly disagreeable. 


"In oonteojuanca of this the troops have 


lately taken to living in boles or hut* bur- 
rowed out in the ridge. These pits are 
generally roofed over with tin, and the 
pit* aro like bake ovens under the intense 
tropical sun. You would not wonder at 
the frightful nportallty of the Spanish sol- 
diers in Cuba could you behold tbe unsan- 
itary ooaditions they are obliged to en- 
dure. 


Havana'* Waterworks. 


"One of tho first acts of tbe insurgents, 


it I understand the situation, will be the 
destruction of tbe Havana waterworks, 
and that will greatly facilitate the capture 
»f the city by the Amerleans. These wa- 
terworks were very costly to build, and 
tbey are miles away from tbe city. In 
iplte of tbe efforts of the Spaniards, the 
Insurgents have long been able to approach 
the waterworks closely, and It Is With dif- 
ficulty that thfir destruction i* prevented 
even now. 1 fail to see bow the city can 
hold out long after it* supply of water la 
cut off, since It will speedily fall into a de- 
plorable state. The trouble over the food 
supply will come much sooner than ex-i 
peoted. When I came away from Havana, 
there was not more than enough food there, 
to last throe weeks at tbe outside. Some 
shiploads have since been forwarded, but 
the quantity has not been greatly in exeat* 
of tbe current demand, and the addition to! 
Vie surplus, therefore, b*« obviotuly not 
been of much consequence iv> yet. 
i

.Matter of Prize Teasels. 


Washington, April 25.—The law pro- 


vides that condemnation proceedings in 
the mattMf of prize vessels shall be con- 
ducted inier the supervision of the dia- 
trjct courts. It Is made the duty of the 
commanding officer of the vessel mak- 
ing a capture to secure the documents 
of the ship and cargjo and send them, 
together with certain witnesses from the 
captured vessel, to the district court In 
which the proceedings for the distribu- 
tion of the prize money are to be held. 
The attorney for the United States is to 
promptly file a libel against the prize 
property and take other proceedings 
necessary. The evidence ia to be taken 
by prize commissioners not exceeding 
three in number, one of whom is to be a 
retired naval officer and at least one on 
the ethers a member of the bar of the 
court, of not less than three years' 
standing, and acquainted with the taking 
of depositions. If the sale of the prize 
is ordered the gross proceeds are to be 
deposited with the assistant treasurer 
of the United States af the place nearest 
to the sale, subject to the order of the 
court. The court is to make a decree of 
distribution, saying what vessels are 
to share in the prize and whether the 
prize was of superior, equal or inferior 
force to the vessel or vessels making the 
capture. The net proceeds of all prop- 
erty condemned as prize, when the prize 
was of superior or equal force to the ves- 
eel or vessels making the capture, shall 
be decreed to the captors. This provision 
was evidently put in the law with a view 
to encouraging vessel captains to exert 
their greatest effort when meeting a 
foe of superior or of equal strength, as 
the same section of the law provides 
that when the prize vessel is of Inferior 
force to the captors, one-half of the net 
proceeds is to be decreed to the United 
States and the other half to tha captors. 
In cases where the amount in contro- 
versy exceeds $2000 appeals may be 
taken to the supreme court.

Madrid has Issued a diocesan letter, in

In the first place, the dates of more 


than 200 meetings have already been 
fixed. In the second place, the Buffalo 
track, one of the most important on 
this continent, is to be reopened as a 
member 6f the grand circuit, not the 
old track—it has been cut up into .city 
lots and sold—nor in Buffalo at all, as a 
matter of fact, but at Fort Erie, Just 
across the Niagara in Canada, where a 
fine oval mile track has been laid out 
and all the necessary accompanying 
buildings have been erected. These 
buildings include stands, stables, % pad- 
dock, a house of entertainment, ete. 


It is true that there is some disad- 


vantage in locating one of the most im- 
portant of the grand circuit tracks out- 
side the United States. Owing to the 
liberal policy of the local authoritits »t 
Fort Erie, however, the most serious 
of these is furnished by the journey 
from Buffalo that will have to be made 
by Americans in attendance, r-ho will, 
of course, compos* the majority witness- 
ing the matches from day to day in the 
future .as in the past. But this J6uf'n«y 


There will be no trotting or pacing 


matches in the immediate vicinity of 
New York city this year, though there 
is no 'doubt that an effort would have 
been.made to hold, a meeting had th« 
officers or the Flee%vood Park as*ocU> 
tion, which still preserves the form of 
organization, been abl* to secure a site. 
It is understood, howevw, that the 
.search for one h*s not been given up 
and that there is some probability that 
it will be brought to a suecesiful con- 
clusion this year, in which cas« a m«*t- 
ing may be looked for in 1899. Besides 
the resumption at Buffalo, there will 
be a revival of the meetings of the 
Lake Erie circuit, consisting, I think, of 
'Salamanca, Sprlrigville, Bradford, Clean, 
Warren and Jamestown, 'and it Is at 
present understood that meetings will 
be held for the first time in three years 
on-all the tracks. In the central New 
York circuit, which includes Newark, 
Geneva, Elmira, Binghamton, Syracuse, 
Ilion and Albany. All told, including

including four with prizes of $5,000 each 
for 2:16 and 2:30 trotters and 2:16 and 
Z:SO pacers.

will «ccupy only a few more minutes 
from .the center of the city than the 
Journey from the same point to the 
track of other days and pleasant mem- 
ories and will be many times overbal- 
anced by the advantages of a Buffalo 
meeting. 


Buffalo, as all horsemen know, is lo- 


cated'in, the midst of a territory fairfy 
- swarming with men who like to pay 
!or the sight of a light harness match. 
Moreover, It is midway between the 
''•ast and the west, directly on the route 
:hat mnst be traveled by the fast nags 
an their way. from Chicago to Boston, 
and the most convenient dates for a 
Buffalo meeting, In mid-Augurft, are in 
entire harmony with the general grand 
circuit scheme. 


Both the, closing of the track at Buf- 


falo and its reopening at Fort Erie In- 
stead of In Buffalo were caused by the 
provisions against poolselllng and oth- 
er forms of betting on race tracks con- 
tained In the new constitution of the 
state of New York. It is now believed 
by many among the promoters of trot- 
ting and pacing that these provisions 
may be "got over with," in some locali- 
ties at least. Attempts to reopen sever- 
al tracks that, have been closed the 
•ame as Buffalo's are to be made this 
year, and It was at one time suggested 
that the Buffalo track might be re-es- 
tablished on American soil. But it was 
decided by the capitalist* interested In 
trotting and pacing there that whilo 
the "'setting over" plan might work 
well one year it might fall the next 
It would not do, therefore, to risk the 


be reopened. This latter is certain un- 
less the "getting over" plan is found to 
work well In the localities where it is 
to be tried, since Canada is separated 
frem Rochester by the entire breadth 
of Lake Ontario, and a'track at Port 
Hope, Coburg- or any other -Dominion 
town would be too far away to suit the 
convenience of Rochestriars who like 
to see trotting and pacing. 


the big meeting at Fort Erie and the 
smaller tracks in various parts of the 
state, nearly 30 meetings have already 
been scheduled in New Yerk, and addi- 
tional dates are yet to be made. 


I have written' thus in detail con- 


cerning the prospective meetings in 
New York state because it was* for 
many years a main stronghold of the 
trotting horse and now bids fair to re- 
sume-something ef its old time pres- 
tige. But while the trotting and pac- 
ing magnates find much cause for con- 
gratulation in the New York situation 
they are not all pleased with affairs in 
Pennsylvania and Connecticut^ where 
the antibetting laws are quite as strict 
as in New York, and no feasible plan 
for evasion has been devised. 


At least the ordinary number of 


meetings and perhaps more than usual 
will this year be held In Iowa, Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky wid 
othar western and southern states, and 
everywhere the recently attained pop- 
ularity'of the pacer seems liktly to'be 
maintained.

The increase of the pacer in'popular 


favor, by the way, is one of the most 
interesting features of track sport to- 
day. ' A few years ago pacers were only 
tolerated on driving park track's, and 
the attendance at moit meeting* on 
pacing days was morally certain to fall 
off notably. N«w, however, there art 
probably ten paters to f«ur trotttrs In 
the field, and so many premising yt>unf 
horses are being trained ttf .the pacing 
gait as almost to warrant the prophesy 
that the days of the trotter In speed 
contests are practically numbered. This 
will be emphasized by the managers of 
the national horse show next fail, when 
prizes for pacers will be offered for th» 
-first time at the exhibition in Madison 
Square Garden, New York..

This state of affairs has been largely 


brought about by the recent achieve- 
ments of such pacers as Star Pointer, 
the fastest horse itj the world, with a 
record of 1:39%:' John R. Gentry. Jo« 
Patchen and Robert J. Of these horses 
it may "be announced as probable that 
Star Pointer, before whom all colors 
were last year lowered, Will this year 
appear in exhibitions only, while the 
others will make such a free for all 
pacers' class as the world has n»v« 
seen before.

OF INTEREST TO CYCLISTS. 


A curious effect of hard cycling is re- 


ported from France. Out of the last 
batch of conscripts no fewer than eight 
widely known cyclists were rejected as 
being physically incapable of military 
duty. Diseases of the heart were the 
chief reasons for their rejection. This 
causes profound astonishment, all class- 
es thinking them at least fit to be ac- 
cepted as military cyclists, 


"It is injurious to drink strong stim- 


ulants when cycling, as, although they 
may appear to recuperate Bne's system, 
the effect is only temporary, and the 
after results are a more than corre- 
sponding depression. The real reason 
why strong stimulants are injurious 
when cycling is that the liquid passes 
from 
the body in perspiration, etc., 


leaving behind it merely the alcohol. 
By strong stimulants are meant, of 
course, spirits of all kinds, heavy wines 
and beers, etc.," says a physician. 


It is a great mistake-noKto get your 


handle bars in such a position that you 
are perfectly comfortable. Every rider 
•has a different stretch of arm, and as 
a consequence the handle bar may be 
too high or too low for another rider. 
If too high, the rider will feel that he 
has not perfect control over the ma- 
chine, while if too low the weight of 
the body is thrown on the arms, and 
the result is that riding becomes a 
misery. For many people the handle 
ends should preferably be an inch or so 
above the level of the saddle.

Ignorance Is given by a cycle dealer, 
who says that he has. frequently had 
men and women bring their wheels to 
him with the complaint that the ma- 
chines were running hard and they 
could not tell what was the matter.

Origin of Name "Colts," 


How many people know how the name 


«f "Colts"-came to be applied to the 
Chicago baseball team? Tom Burns ex- 
plained this in the course of rem- 
iniscences on. spring practice seasons. 
It was years ago at Hot Springs. When 
it came time to line up the players, new 
and old, in two lines, the regular team 
took one side, first base alone being 
covered by a new playen Anson play- 
ed with tho youngsters. The teams 
were styled the "Old Horses" and "An- 
son's Colts." After a time the Chica- 
gos became known as "Anson's Colts" 
And finally as the Colts.'' 


To the same practice season at Hot 


Springs the origin of the. term "Charley 
horse" as applied to baseball can be 
traced. Many who have lived in the 
country will remember that when an 
old horse is turned o'ut to die he is dub- 
fced a "charley horse." •> 


Joe Quest had this in mind when he 


strained his leg in practice on the chip- 
py, gravelly diamond at Hot Springs, 
abhorred by all ball players. Some one 
asked him his general symptoms, and, 
thinking of his name of Colt, he said he 
felt like an old "charley horse." The 
ford soon had place in baseball lingo 
as describing the ordinary strain. 


Cost of a Racing Team, 


An instance of the expense incidental 


to the support *of a racing team is 
shown by the figures of a Chicago firni 
which has supported A team for a num- 
ber of years. In 1896 this firm made a 
deal with some wheelmakers to carry a 
team, and 15 men were hired. Oh an 
average they received $15 .a week in ad- 
dition to their hotel bills and railroad 
expenses, which averaged $25 a week. 
Therefore these 15 men cost $525 a 
week 19 carry, exclusive of the addi- 
tional salaries and bonuses paid to the 
stars of the team, which brought the 
sum total tip to $700 a •wec'k. Thirty 
weeks of this made their bill $21,000 for 
the season.

DAYS OF PREPARATION 


FOR AMATEUR YACHTSMEN. 


This Is the Time of Year the Young Man's Fancy Turns to Boats 


and Boating — Getting the Sailing Craft In Shipshape For 
Summer Cruises—Sensible Advice From an Old Hand at the 
Sport as to Calking and Painting. 
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This is the time of year when the 


amateur yachtsman begins to ponder 
over promises which he made to him- 
self last fall when the Molly Bawn, the 
Sweetheart or the Whatever-her-name- 
is was hauled out of water, leaky, cov- 
ered with barnacles and sadly in need 
of general overhauling. He remembers 
his resolution not to launch his boat 
again until she is in first class condi-

tion, but when he considers the work 
all this implies he is tempted, even in 
the face of last year's experience, to 
patch her up as best he may and to 
take chances once more. 


With a pang he remembers that there 


are a dozen or more leaks near the 
garboard streak and the centerboard 
trunk which require" calking. There 
are also three or four coats of paint 
which were hurriedly daubed one over 
the other between .tides and which have 
left the surface of the boat rough and 
lumpy and .in poor shape for making 
speed and a hundred" and one other 
tilings of more or less importance which 
require attention before the yachtsman 
may feel assured of a season of sport 
unmarred by temporary disablement 
and similar annoyance every now and 
again. 
, 


Of course there are yachtsmen to 


whom' the difficulties of small yacht 
owners are unknown. They, however, 
own larger craft. During -winter their 
sloops and schooners lie at the dock of 
a yacht basin. As the sailing season 
approaches carpenters and a small 
army of other m^lianics put the vessel 
in trim, anJ the owners, after footing 
the bills, step aboard as they would on 
to a ferryboat and give their orders to 
a captain. 


The ideal yachtsman, however, com- 


mands his own boat. Aside from ex- 
pense, he prefers a small boat It Is 
more exciting, requires greater skill 
and offers."rmpre .opportunities to test 
past experience than can be found in 
the handling of a big schooner or a 
sloop. He learns, .to overcome any dif- 
ficulties that may present themselves. 
If his boom breaks, he knows how to 
get along without It; if: his gaff gives 
way, he knows how to repair it, and if 
he sees he is going to capsize he knows 
how to do that too. 


No sport Is more apt to cultivate self 


reliance and decision than is yachting. 
No yacht is more likely to develop a

sailor than the small boat The 


captains .of the so called mosquito fleet 
are nowhere surpassed. Put them in 
charge of a' big yacht,'and they are at 
home,- but look out if the conditions be 
ravened. 


,80 very different is boat sailing from 


sailing a large slxed yacht that many 
owners of the latter class are also sup- 


plied with a small boat. When Cap- 
tain Joe Ellsworth of America cup 
fame had a pleasure boat built for him- 
self, he chose a catboat, and for years, 
until she foundered qff Hatteras on her 
way to Florida, the Mary won race aft- 
er race under the able management of 
her skilled captain. 


During April and the early part of 


May .yachts all over the country are 
being put in shape. For those who 
groom their own boats a little advice 
from an old hand is not amiss. 


Of course much depends on how much 


time one can spare in the work of over- 
hauling a boat, but there is one point 
above all which should be attended to 
—before launching make sure that your 
boat will not leak. Every small yacht, 
providing she is speedy, will begin to 
leak in the course of a few seasons. A 
catboat is of necessity built lightly to 
reduce weight and thereby decrease the 
power required to drive it. At the same 
time a, mast of sufficient proportions to 
withstand a heavy strain without stays 
is placed in tho weakest^iart of the 
hull. Owing to this there is a very 
natural tendency to wrench the boat. 


Gradually this strain will open seams 


which will cause the boat to leak, so 
that recourse must be had to cotton or 
oakum. 


The locations of old leaks are of 


course known to the boat owner. In 
the impatience of the days preceding a 
launching he is apt to turn his atten- 
tion only to defects that were apparent 
last season, forgetting that there will 
be a dozen new places which will cause 
trouble if they are not remedied. Noth- 
ing is worse in recalking a boat than a 
slipshod method, which is no method at 
all. To recalk a boat properly first as- 
sume that she leaks in every inch of 
her seams and then satisfy yourself 
that she doesn't. If a flour sieve can 
be made to hold water, then a boat may 
surely be made tight. 


.In the first place, if the paint on the 


boat is thick remove it. 
Take

painter's gasoline burner and a scraper 
and burn and scrape until the natural 
color of the wood shows and every 
vestige of paint has been removed. 
Then take seam for seam and butt for 
butt, and wherever the calking shows 
decay remove It entirely. Whatever 
calking appears sound had better be 
left in place. New calking may be put 
fn on top of the old. As before, take 
each seam and each butt separately. 
When calking, use cotton rather than 
oakum and do not drive It too tight. 
Expansion must be allowed for. Oth- 
erwise the calking will swell with such 
force as* to split the planking. 


Depending on how wide the seams 


are, either white lead and putty or 
seam paint should be used to fill In 
over the calking and to finish the seam 
smoothly. The mixture of white lead 
and putty will answer all purposes for 
narrow seams, but a wide seam can 
be stopped only by seam paint. A can 
of this paint when open for a few hours 
will become thick and may then be 
smeared like lard. Gradually the paint 
will harden in the seam so that it will 
not discolor any .white paint when 
spread over it. While seam paint pro- 
tects the calking and has sufficient ad- 
hesive power not to fall out of the seam 
it remains permanently elastic and is 
not affected by the wrenching of a boat. 


After the paint has hardened sand- 


paper and If need be glass or a fine 
plane should be used freely. A boat 
when in proper condition should feel 
and appear llko a glass bottle—smooth 
and as 1f made In one piece. 


Then the first coat of paint may be 


applied. A practice which is steadily 
gaining favor with" boat owners con- 
sists In grinding the white lead with 
just sufficient oil to make It pasty and 
then to add/turpentine until the paint 
becomes of the desired consistency. 
Paint mixed In this manner is of daz- 
zling whiteness. It dries quickly un- 
der the brush, never turns yellowish 
and when soiled may be readll| scrub- 


bed clean. Coat on coat of this paint 
may be spread over the boat without 
ever becoming so thick as to require 
burning and scraping. 
Some argue 


that turpentine paint will wash off. 
This is not the case. The fleet of lh» 
New Jersey Athletic club has used 
"turp" paint for the last five years, and 
in no otse did it fail to give satisfac- 
tion. 


For the bottom of the boat any one 


of a dozen reliable copper paints may 
be used. Beware of new and untried 
paints, and if you have an eye for the 
beautiful shun green paint, which con- 
tains verdigris. On the cradle no boat 
looks prettier than one that has a 
green water line, but once in the wa- 
ter It looks different. 
Somehow the 


color soon fades. Besides, verdigris is 
no better than any other paint and 
not as good as sorce. An antifoultng 
paint of some kind is necessary, how. 
ever, both to preserve the boat and to 
save the labor of hauling out frequent- 
ly. Too much must not be expected of 
copper paint, and from time to time 
a boat will require cleaning, even with 
the best of paint. I have seen a threo 
inch layer of barnacles on plate copper 
itself. Once every six weeks the bot- 
tom of a boat should be examined. 


Much difficulty is often experienced 


in striking a water line. The water line 
of a "sailboat should bs two or three 
inches above the actual water level. 
The easiest way to strike such a Una 
properly is to float the boat in shallow, 
quiet water. Adjust the ballast as it 
is intended the boat shall ride and by 
means of a plank or joice floated hard 
alongside mark or scratch on the boat 
over the edge of the plank in the sama 
way as a pencil and ruler are used to 
draw "fines on paper. Once the line has 
been determined it should be made' per- 
manent by scratching with a knife o» 
chisel. 


The boat Itself being in proper shape, 


there remains nothing but the top ham- 
per, mast, spars and sails to be attend- 
ed to. Unless a sail requires mending 
let it alone. It takes a sailmaker to 
alter a sail. If a sail is stained, leavo 
It so and do not try to bleach it. Can. 
vas was not intended to withstand 
homemade bleaching processes, which 
would 'olister the surface of an armor 
plate. There is no way of bleaching a 
sail without injury to its fabric. 


Masts and spars should be scraped 


and sandpapered once a year. As a 
covering it is sufficient to use spar var- 
nish without first treating the v,-bod 
with oil. In this way a lighter colored 
finish is obtained. 


Regarding blocks and tackles but 


few words .are necessary. Have them 
safe. When you put them up, put them 
'.here to stay, and as a worthy member 
of the mosquito fleet you'll not be 
caught rapping.

pacemakers have been in demand. Dur- 
ing the past year a number of amateur 
riders have turned "pro," drawn a reg- 
ular salary as members of pacemaking 
teams for some star like Michael, Lesna 
or McDuffie and have raced occasion- 
ally In the open and pacemakers' handl. 
caps. 


This season the demand for pacemak- 


ers is large. There are at least three 
tracks in New England that will have 
fair sized pacing teams. In consequence 
of this the demand tor racing talent to 
man the big machines is fairly good 
locally. 


The life of these pacing men Is not a 
very hard one. 


They are required to show up at the 


track at regular hours each day, have 
to ride.for training both morning and 
afternoon and then have the rest of 
the day to themselves. They live at tho 
training table and are a healthy lot of 
men. 
The pay varies from $10 to $15 


per week, the latter figure being tha 
exception. 


A Great Cricketer. 


W. G. Grace, the famous English 


cricketer, will celebrate his fiftieth 
birthday on July 18 next. During the 
past 33 seasons he has scored no fewer ; 
than 115 centuries in first class matches, 
including Innings of 344, 318, not out, 
and SOL He made 400, not out, against 
a team oi 22 at Grimsby, England, in ' 
July, 1S76, this being tHe highest indi- 
vidual score ever obtained against odds. 
His highest aggregate of runs in a sea- 
son was 2,739 in 1871, which was the 
record for 25 years. 


The feat of making two centuries In 


the same match was performed *by him 
three times, including innings of 148 and 
153 for Gloucestershire against York- 
shire at Clifton, England, in August, 
18S8. 
The double feat of scoring 1.000 


runs and taking 100 wickets in a season 
of first class cricket was accomplished 
by him seven times from 1874 to 1SS3, in- 
clusive. He has scored 47,736 runs in 
1,253 innings being 91 times not out, 
and has bowled 2,560 wickets for 44,032 
runs during the past 33 seasons.

He (aid in introducing his subject taat 


crime has, been on tbe increase in this 
country since tbe Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the only check to its growth 
being the curlew law where it baa been 
adopted. This increase is found largely 
la the cities, and of tbe child criminals 
now in the reform institutions ot tbe 
country, 98 per cent, come from the cities, 
which contain only one third o* tbe in- 
habitants of tbe United States. 


After investigating the causes of crime, 


Col. Hogeland found that no church nor 
benevolent institution could bring about 
the needed reform. He therefore drew 
up wbat reforms be considered necessary 
in the form of laws, Which he has pre- 
sented to tbe various states. Legislatures 
have often refused to bandle them, how- 
ever, and be has done the most effective 
work wltb city governments. 


First he would have all child prisoners 


separated from tbe. old offenders. Tbis 
is a recognized need that is not always 
met by those in authority. 
Then he 


would have the police send all boy tramps 
to thtir homes, instead of giving them fin 
hour or so to get oat of tbe city limits. 
This is a work which requires tact and 
care, but it is worth all it costs. If fol- 
lowed consistently in all cities and towns, 
the number of tramps would be reduced 
by half in a short time. 


Most important of all is tbe law which 


has come to be known as tbe curfew law. 
The provisions .of this are already 
ismillar to this city. 
Col. Hogeland 


dwelt with pride on the number of cities 
that bad adopted it, and tbe fact that be 
bad succeeded in overturning city gov- 
ernments which had opposed it, putting 
in "cnrfew candidates."

cant of all the voters want tbe cnrfew 
law, be said, and as soon att the city 
officials can be convinced of tbis and that 
it will not hart them politically, they 
will adopt it.

Col. Hogeland answered several possi- 


ble objections to it, the cbief discretion- 
ary feature of tbe law, which many over- 
look, being that children when accom- 
panied by their parents can be on the 
streets as late as the latter choose to have 
them. Tbe curfew merely controls the 
children till they b,ave reached the "age 
of self respect" wieu they see for them- 
selves tbe advantages of borne life. The 
colonel concluded by urging* tbe city 
government not to wait to qu stion the 
ordinance, but to pass it at once, *t leftst 
as an experiment.

LIFE OF A BICYCLE. 


Few Breakdowns Considering the Ught- 


ness of tbe Machine. 


It has long been a matter of great 


surprise to wheelmen that so delicately 
constructed a piece of mechanism as the 
modern bicycle stands so well tbe rough 
and tumble treatment it so frequently 
receives. It is ridden by hundreds of 
thousands who have no mechanical 
knowledge, and yet accidents are com- 
paratively rare. It seems to be little 
abort of wonderful that a wheel of 
about 25 pounds should he able to carry 
from six to eight times its weight over 
all sorts of roads at a speed running up 
as high as 30 miles an hoar, day in and 
day ont, and have damages come, ex- 
cept in rare instances, from defective 
forgings only. It is more than likely, 
however, that most of tbe protection is 
given by the pneumatic tire, which pre* 
« 


ts the wheel from ever getting a 
lly hard blow, the air cushion tak- 


ing up most of the force of impact. A 
well known manufacturer is quoted aa 
saying that the life of a bicycle is at 
most an uncertain quantity, and that 
tbe treatment it receives at the bands 
of the rider is the most important factor. 
He considers it qnite possible for a ma- 
chine to be strong enough to carry a 
rider of 180 pounds and yet give way 
under a rider of 150 pounds. It all de- 
pends, he says, upon the relative strain 
put upon it by tbe rider. Tbe really 
good bicycles, and there are many, an 
safe and may be ridden thousands of 
miles without any signs of giving way.
